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ARMENIAN RIOTERS. 


They Assault the Patriarch of 
Their Church in Constan- 
tinople. 


A Bloody Conflict Between the 
Turkish Troops and the Mob. 


The Venerable Patriarch Dragged From the 
Pulpit and Maltreated — Cause of the 
Outbreak—The Armenians Said to Be Act- 
ing Under Secret Agitation—Welsh Ralil- 
way Troubles—A Crisis in Zanzibar—Em- 
peror Willham’s Return to Germany—A 


Young Girl’s Terrible Crime—Foreign 


News. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, July 28.—This city Is in a 
ferment over the situation in Armenia and 
the wildest rumors are fiying about in regard 
to the expected Russian interference. To-day 
an immense gathering of Armenians called at 
the Armenian cathedral to protest against the 
slaughter of their countrymen, and the weak 
action, as it is considered of the Armenian 
Patriarch. The crowd deyeloped into a dan- 
gerous mob, and proceeded with loud cries of 
anger toward the residence of the Patriarch. 
The ecclesiastic attempted to stay the 
violence of the populace but en- 
tirely forgetting their respect for the 
venerable head of the Armenian 
Church, the mob laid hands on him and might 
have treated bim with great severity had he 
not taken refuge in flight. The mob then 
paraded the streets. The Turkish troops 
were ordered out to stay the progress of the 
mob. The troops used their fre- arms freely, 
but for some time were unable to make head- 
way against the enraged Armenians, and a 
number of boththe soldiers and the rioters 
were killed. At length the soldiers suc- 
ceeded in dispersing the multitude 
and preventing further disaster. 
The mob is believed to have been 
acting under Russian instigation with a view 
of causing an outbereak that might be too 
great forthe Porteto deal with and thereby 
justifying the interference of Russia, which 
country, it is said, has a large body of troops 
ready to advance into the Asiatic dominions 
of Turkey; while the Russian Black Sea fleet 
is prepared to make a demonstration on Con 
stantinople. The Armenian Patriarch is said 
to be prostrated by the indignities to which 
he was subjected. The Patriarch is regarded 
as friendly to the Porte, and not in sympathy 
with Russian designs. 


Government Leader Smith’s Health. 


LONDON. July 28.—It has leaked out that 
Right Hon. W. H. Smith, First Lord of the 
Treasury and leader of the government forces 
in the House cf Commoas, fainted at ae dianer 
party on Saturcay. His health has been poor 
for some time and be recently announced that 
he would shortly retire from active public 
life, but it was thought that he would remain 
in harness at least until the end of the present 
session. His friends are greatiy alarmed, 
however, and urge his immediate retirement, 
us it ls evident that he is rapidly breaking 
down. It is quite probable, therefore, that 
the government’s interests in Parliament for 
the remainder of the session will be champ- 
loned by Mr. Balfour, who is much the ablest 
debater and parliamentarian on the treasury 


bench. 
THE NEWFOUNDLAND TROUBLES. 


In the House of Commons to-day Sir James 
Fergusson, Parliamentary Secretary of the 
Foreign Office, stated that as the legality of 
the actions of British naval officers in New- 
foundland would be tried by a court of law, it 
was not desirable to state under what im- 
perial law of prerogative the Crown officers’ 
instructions were framed. 


The Welsh Railway Troubles. 


Lonpon, July 28.—The trouble between the 
Welsh Railway companies and thelr employes 
is reaching a crisis. The men have resolved 
not to accept the terms contained lu the man- 
ifesto issued by the companies. The same 
amounted to partial concessions; but the men 
will listen to nothing except complete ac- 
ceptance of their demands. Messrs. Burns 
and Tillett, famousfor their successful con- 
duct of the dockmen’s and other strikes, are 
organizing the Welsh miners and dockmen 
and getting them in readiness to support the 
railway men ifthe latter actually quit work. 
Thus a general suspension of the most im- 
portant industries in Walesis threatened un- 
less the question at issue as to railway men’s 
wages and hours can be amicably settled. 


A Young Girl’s Terrible Crime. 


BERLIN, July 28.—News ofa terrible erime 
committed by ayoung girl named Rhod Er- 
fleld, reaches here from Wesserling. It seems 
that the girl had been accepting the attentions 
of a young man to whom her mother objected. 
The lover was finally forbidden the house and 
the girl was told that she must have nothing 
moretodo with him. This preyed onthe 
giri’s mind untüshe becameso crazed with 
grief, thatcreeping into the sleeping apart- 
ment of her mother, who was asleep in bed, 
she killed her parent with a bammer and then 
set fire to the house. The body was cremated 
in the ruins of the bullding. The girl escaped 
and no trace of her has yet been found. 


A Crisis in Zanzibar. 


LONDON, July 28.—A revolution is feared in 
Zanzibar. The Sultan' s brother is said to ve 
implicated in a conspiracy to overthrow the 
reigning monarch. He its believed to have 
powerful backers. The Sultan is making 
preparations to meet any treacherous move- 
ment, and the guards have been strongly re- 
inforced. The crisis may prove to be an im- 
portant one for Zanzibar, for shonld civil war 
or anarchy result an excuse would be offered 
for the Intervention of England and Germany 
and the possible extinction of Zanzibarian 
nationality. 


A Terrible Railroad Accident, 


MANCHESTER, England, July 8.— Two trains 
loaded with workmen engaged in excavating 
the Manchester ship canal, through the mis- 
take of a switchman, came into collision this 
afternoon. Ten of the men were killed in- 
stantly and sixty injured, thirty of whom, it is 


said, fatally. 3 


Prince Bismarck’s — Trip. 
Loxpon, July 28.—Prinee marck has 
abandoned any intention he may have formed 
of visiting England during the present sea - 
son. It was felt in many quarters that if he 
were to come to London while the Ang lo- 


very serious inconvenience might arise. It 
need hardly be added that he would be sin- 
cerely welcomed dy the most prominent 
statesmen and personages ih England if he 
were to pay a visit to London at a later and 
more convenient time. 


Emperor William’s Return. 


BERLIN, July 28.—Emperor William arrived 
at Wilhelmshaven to-day on his return from 
his trip to Norwegian waters. He is looking 
exceedingly well and there is no doubt that 
the trip has greatly {improved his health. 


Miss Eastiake Robbed, 


Lonpon, July 28.—Mies Eastlake, the actress, 
who has just arrived in England from New 
York, lost a quantity of jewelry valued at 
$500 on the voyage. It is believed that some 
thief among the passengers on the steamer 
on which she traveled stole the jewelry.

BERLIN, July 26.—The German soldiers are 
collecting a fund with which to defray the ex- 
penses of a celebration lu honor of Count Von 
Moltke’s goth birthday. 


FELL FOUR FLOORS,

The en- 
gine was derailed, jumping over the ties un- 
til the bridge had been passed, when both en- 
gineerand fireman jumped. The engine fell 
upon the latter, Geo. Barker, killing him in- 
stantly, the engineer escaping with both legs 
broken, The engine and twelve cars were 
ditched. One brakeman was also seriously 
injured. Passenger trains were delayed for 
several hours. 


The Lawrence Cyclone. 


LAWRENCE, Mass., July 28.— Everything 
about the scene of the cyclone remained quiet 
during the night. The men of Battery C re- 
lieved the infantry this morning. Large num- 


bers of men are at work and the ruins are 
being rapidly cleared. Hannah Beattie, one 
of the victims, was buried yesterday. This 
morning the funerals of Miss Higgins, Mrs. 
Elizabeth O'Connell and her little daughter, 
hiamie, and Mrs. E. Collins and little Annie 
Collins, took place. Helen Cutler will be 
buried to-morrow. Some $4,000 has already 
been subscribed to the relief fund and it is 
expected that at to-nigbt’s mass meeting 
$5,000 more will be raised. The injured are ali 
doing well. 


A Peculiar Accident. 


KILBOURNE Cirry, Wis., July 28.—The fast 
mail on the St. Paul road was running at a 
high rate of speed through the city, and the 
mail cierk in throwing offthe mall, struck a 
truck, knocking it under the swift moving 
train, one carofwhich was derailed. For- 
tunately the trucks dropped into the cinder 
hole, the bed of the track, stopping the train 
only afew feet from the bridge across the 
Wisconsin River. Had the train passed onto 
the bridge it probably would have gone into 
the river, eighty feet below. 


A Chicage ‘*Bull’s’’ Failure, 


Ciao, III., July 2%.—Ernest Hess, a 
prominent commission man on the Board of 
Trade, failed this morning with labilities 
estimated at $150,000 or $200,000. He has been 


engaged in ‘‘builing’’ the local oats market. 
Several brokers and commission men offered 
to come to Mr. Hess’ assistance, but he de- 
clined all favors, thinking he was too badly 
involved to be saved.

BUENOS AYRES, 
been issued by the 
olution. In it they declared that the 
people, united with the First Arti. 
lery, the Ninth and Tenth Infantry, the 
Cadet of the Military school and the Engineer 
Corps have resolved to remove the an 
archial and corrupt form of govern- 
ment of Juarez Celeman. The National 
Guard is reorganized and placed 
under the command of Nicolas Menalez, 
who has been already appointed Com- 
mander-in-Chief. The Guard is divided 
into two Dattalions. Among the sien- 
ers of the manifesto are Provisional 
President Alem, J. J. Romero, Minister or 
Finance, and Senor Goyena. The guns 
of the navy, which joined the 
insurgents, have been trained on the 
barracks ocenpled by the loyal troops. Vice. 
President Pellyririe of the old Government 
still holds out, but the triumph of the rey- 
Olution is assured, 

BUENOS AYRKS, July 28.—The arsenals, bar- 
racks and the Plaza Laralle have been seized 
by Gens. Campos and Arredontio for the in- 
surgents. The Government is increasing its 
forces as rapidly as possible and expects re- 
enforcements from Zarate. The confilct in 
the streets on Saturday was costly to both 
sides. The populace isin sympathy with the 
insurgents. , 

DESPERATE FIGHTING. 

The revolutionary movement continues to 
spread. The fighting detween the Govern- 
ment troops and the revolutionists to-day, 
bas been desperate. The Government forces 
were defeated and 1,000 of them were killed or 
wounded. Thenavy has joined the revolu- 
tlonary movement. Insurgent artillery bom- 
barded the Government house and the Dar- 
racks to-day. A twenty-four hours’ truce 
has been arranged between the opposing 
forces. 

TELEGRAPH COMMUNICATION SUSPENDED. 

The authorities of the Argentine Republic 
have notified all telegraph companies whose 
lines connect with lines in that country that 
the telegraph communication will be sus- 
pended until further notice. 4 


The Battle Last Saturday. 


LONDON, July 28.—A dispatch to the Times 
‘Bays that early on Saturday the insurgents at 
Bnenos Ayres ingde their first move. Several 
sharp encounters took place and the firing 
was heavy on both sides. The Government 
troops made an attack on the citizens’ battal- 
lions and were twice repulsed. The Chief of 
Police is wounded and the Minister of War 
is reported killed. Heaps of artillery, men 
and police were left lying on the street. The 
news of the Argentine HKepublic revolution 
reached here too late Saturday to bave any 
appreciable effect upon the money market, 
but it is expected that there will be a flurry 
to-day. 


The British Minister’s Telegram. 


LONDON, July 28.—The British Minister at 
Buenos Ayres sent a cable dispatch to the 
Foreign Office last night, stating the revolu- 
tion was proceeding. There had been heavy 
firing. The dispatch further says that an 
armistice had been arranged until to-morrow 
and that the town was temporarily quiet, 


Financial Circles Exicted, 


New YORK, July 28.—The financial commnu- 
nity centering around Wall street was consid- 
erably affected this morning by the news of 
the revolution In the Argentine Kepublic, The 
Epglish interests in South America are enor- 
mous, and lately good money has been fol- 
lowing bad in a vain effort to stave off the 
disasters which have threatened the South 
American country. Much British gold has 
gone to South America recently, the def 
ciency being supplied from this country and 
France. 


Minister Pitkin’s Telegram. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 28.—A telegram 
was received this morning by the acting Sec- 
retary of State from Minister Pitkin,at Buenos 
Ayres, Argentine Republic, stating:

The Central American War, 


New York, July 28.—The Heraid’s La Liber- 
tad (San Salvador), special says the latest ad- 
vices fully confirm the accounts of the two 
victories of the Salvadorans over the Guate- 
malans—one at Chingo and the other at Ates- 
catempo. The Mezlean Minister in Guate- 
mala has formally protested against the sup- 
pression of telegrams by the Guatemalan au- 
thorities which suppression, it is claimed, ex- 
tendsto commercial and private dispatches. 
Great consternation is saia to prevail in Gua- 
temala over the news of the two disasters to 
her army.

EAST sr. LOUIS AND BELLEVILLE, 


Sad Suicide at Smithton—News on the East 
Side ef the River. 


Asad case of suicide in Smithton Town- 
ship was reported yesterday to Coroner 
Woods, who went to Smithton andheld an 
inquest last night. The suicide 


was Jacob Phillips, a young farmer 
30 years of age, who was unmarried and lived 
with his father, Wm. Phillips, on their farm 
near Smithton. From the facts developed at 
the induest it appears that led 
himself Saturday, but his body 
was not found until yeevereay. Saturday 
morning he started out from home with a 
rifle, walking in the direction of a piece of 
timber near by, saying he was going rabbit 
hunting. e never returned, and 
when his protracted absence 

to search being made for him 
it was with the result that his dead body 
was found onthe farm of arelative, George 
Phillips, a short distance from his home. 
From the appearance of his body and the sur- 
roundings it was evident that he had 
ended his life manner. 
He had removed the boot from his 
right foot, and placing the muzzie 
of his rifle against his forehead, had pulled 
the trigger with his toe. The ball penetrated 
the brain and death must have been instanta- 
neous. The Coroner’s jury, after viewing the 
body, returned a verdict that he had died 
by his own hand, The cause of 
his mad deed was insanity. He 
became insane several years ago and was sent 
to the asylum at Anna, where he remained a 
shorttime. He made his escape from the in- 
stitution and returned home, but as he never 
became vlolent, he was not again confined. 

LAYING A CORNER-STONE. 

The event ofthe season in colored church 
circles in this section was the laying of the 
corner-stone of the new Macedonia Baptist 
Church, on Brady avenue in East St. Louis, 
which took place yesterday.

COSTLY PRIMARIES. 


BUCHANAN. COUNTY EXPERIMENT 
DOES NOT MEET WITH FAVOR. 


THE 


The Australian System the Subject of Study 
Among the Politiciaus—The Tenth D- 
trict Convention and the Candidates 
Interested in Its Outcome — Political 
Notes and Gessip, 


Tue local politicians are somewhat eonfused 
over the provisions of the Australian ballot 
reform law. Among some of them the im- 
pression prevails that the primary election 
must be conducted under practically the same 
conditions as those governing a regular 
election under the new system. The 
Democratic primary in Buchanan County Sat- 
urday was held under the Australian system, 
and from all accounts the experiment did nos 
prove a success. There is an act on the 
statute books, amended bythe last Legisia- 
ture, governing piimary elections which ig 
in accord with the Australian law. 
NOT OBLIGATORY. 

Ex-Secretary of State M. K. McGrath said 
this morning that the party organizations 
could if they chose hold their primaries un - 
der the Australian law, but the law did nos 
require them todoso. Asan instance of this 
he referred to the Democratic primary held in 
Buchanan when the party managers agreed to 
conduct it under the reform system. 

Another feature of the law that rattles some 
of the political workers is that governing the 
method to be followed in placing the names 
on the ticket. Some think that by getting the 
requisite number of signatures to a petition a 


person can get his name on the ticket 

n A manner that will confuse 
the voters. For example they — 4 a person 
who seeks a Democratio nomination and is 
defeated in convention, can circulate his 
petition, get the number of signatures re- 
quired and go onthe ticket asa Democratic 
candidate. The champions of the new 
measure and those who have given time 
and study to its provisions say 
that this is a mistaken idea, 
A person can get his name on the ticket by 
getting the number of indorsements ro- 
quired, but notin a manner that will confuse 
or mislead the voter Into believing that he 
is areéguiar party nominee. The ticket will 
clearly specify whoare the regular nominees 
of parties and who are running independent 
of these organizations. 

THE COST OF PRIMARIES. 

The cost of holding a primary under the 
Australian system will, the politicians say, 
greatly exceed that of theold style, and few 
ifany of them favor auch a radical change. 
The candidates may, if they are willing to 
bear the expense, have the preliminary 
con téstdecided in that manner. The report 
that the Buchanan County primary cost in 
the neighborhood of $5,000 cansed a number 
of prominent politicians to express the opin- 
ion thatthe experiment would hardly be re- 
peated. It a primary ofthe size and charac 
ter of that held in Buchanan 
5,000, the conclusion Is 
that a contest of the same 
held in St. Louis would cost more. 
would makeiit obligatory on the part of can-. 
didates to pay excessive assessments to meet 
the increased expense. The politicians rea- 
son that they can get voting places grat 
under the old style, whereas they will have to 
provide voting booths of the style required by 
thelaw under the new arrangement, 4 
new system would also, they say, fill every 
polling place with judges and cierks, wo 
would have to be paid for their services.

“SN ALLEGED NEW ZEALANDER CREATES A 
BENSATION IN CATHOLIO CIRCLES 


* ‘One Visitor Tells a Variety of Stories and 


Frequently Contradicts Himself—Saying 
Mase After Breakfast and Otherwise Ig- 
nerisg Church Laws—The Police Called 
Upen te Treat Him as an Impostor. 


The police and priests are scouring the city 
„Father Laurentz,’’ a bogus Roman 
tholic priest who has not been seen here 
Dine last Thursday. The ‘‘Father’’ is asmall, 
thin man, probably S feet 6 inches tall, is 
about 55 years ot age and has hair which is 
Jargely gray. At 9:30 0’clock Thursday night he 
drove up ina carriage with a companion to 
the Alexian Brothers’ Hospital, and claimin 
that he was Provincial of the Marist Fathers 
New Zealand, he asked for lodging for the 
ight for himself and his companion, whom he 
Claimed was a physieian and a brother of his. 
The Brothers had no room for them, however, 
aud they drove away. Next day the Alexian 
Brothers notified the two Catholic book stores 
here tobe on the lookout for the reverend 
gentioman as he was evidently a fraud. 
Father Laurentz’’ did not goto the book 
stores, however, but put lu his time visiting 
churches and convents. He visited the Ursu- 
line Convent and told the sisters there of the 
efforts he was making to convert to Roman 
Oatholiciem the natives of New Zealand, and 
of the struggie he had to carry onthe work 
with the Iimited funds at his command. 
His tale was such a  ~»pitiful one 
that a sympathetic sister, who ls an instructor 
atthe Convent, gave him $2. He religiously 
acoepted the donation and devoutly 
thanked the kind sister for her generosity. He 
is said to have obtained alike sum in a sim- 
Har manner from a sister of St. Joseph, who 
Teaches at the parish schoolon Eleventh, be- 
tween Diddle and O'Fallon streets. This 
Was last Saturday.

TOM PALMER A GOOD HEAD FOR THE 
WOKLD’S FAIR- 


His Millions, How He Made and How He 
Uses Them—His Theory of Money Making 
and His Persenal Characteristics—A 
Talk With „Plunger Waltuon’’—A Look 
at the Harrisen Cottage.

He made several 

speeches, which read like the old English 

classics, and at the end of his first year he 

was known as the jolliest and brainiest of the 

new Senators. Ashort experience with him 

showed that he did not worship his money, 

and he put on no more airs than the poorest 

messenger who stood at the Sen- 

ate doors. He soon rented the 

big mansion on Scott Circle which Win- 

dom then owned and kept open house.

These features of his character made him an 
excellent Minister to Spain, and they will 
make him strong as head of the Fair. He is 
a diplomat without a diplomat’s hypocrisy,

He will travel over the United States in its 
interest, wiliknow all of the Governors be- 
fore 1893, and will bave every one of them 
working for him to make the Exposition a 
success. Il hear it rumored that he will take 
arunoverto Europe and look up matters 
there this year or next, and the acquaintance 
he has will do wonders. 

Seustor Palmer is in many respects like 
Chauncey Depew. He can make nearly as 
good an after-dinner speech as Chauncey and 
there is no man in publiciife who can equal 
him lu singing Methodist hymns or Moody 
and Sankey songs.

It contains 657 
acres, and itis laid out like a great English 
park.

The Senare. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 28.—Senate bill to 
pension all the surviving officers and men of 
Powell’s Battalion of Missour!, mounted vol- 
unteers, raised during the war with Mexioo, 
was reported, explained by Mr. Cockrell and 
passed. 

Mr. Aldrich offered a resolution fixing the 
daily hour of meeting at II a. m.

So 
faras he was concerned he should by bis 
vote, whenever opportunity offered, proceed 
to the consideration of bills on the calendar 
for two hours after the Senate met, believing 
that that was the only way in which matters 
of general business would have any consider- 
ation at all. Mr. Cockrell asked what was 
the use of the Senate passing dills when the 
distinguished gentiemen in charge of the 
House did not give any attention to them. 
There were now on the calendar of the House 
hundreds and hundreds of bills passed by the 
Senate and no attention was paid 
to them. Among them Was the 
bill refunding the direct tax. 
Among them were also two bills recently 
passed and regarded on the other side of the 
chamber #s very important measures (the 
shipping bills) and they were being left to 
**sleep the sleep that cnpows no waking.’’ 

Mr. Hawley did not quite agree with Mr. 
Cockrell. e wanted his own ammunition to 
be in order so that he could go home with a 
clearrecord. As to what was done elsewhere 
that was not his direct business. The resolu- 
tion as to meeting atlla. m. was agreed to 
with the understanding that the Senate shall 
adjourn at6.

So the Senate 
resumed consideration of the bill for the 
transfer of the revenue marine from the 
Treasury Departmentto the naval establish- 
ment, and Mr. Cockrell continued his argu- 
ment in opposition to it.

A JEWELRY FRAUD. 


H. F. Bunnell Arrested for Obtaining Money 
en Bogus Diamonds. 


H. P. Bunnell, who is alleged to be an all- 
round confidence man of considerable cle ver- 
ness, is under arrest at the Four Courts, hay- 
ing been taken into camp last night by Detec- 
tives Harrington and Howard of the Fifth 
District. A warrant was taken out to-day 
charging him with obtaining $80 
under fasle pretenses from John B. 


Meer, the saloonkeeper of Thirty-third and 
Olive streets. The money is alleged to have 
been obtained In two installments. Bunnell 
who was acquainted With Meer, presented a 
check to the latter to cash. It was fora large 
amount, and the saioonkeeper could not meet 
it. Bunnell claimed to be badly in need of 
money, howeyer, and Meer adyanced him 
some, leaving with bim as security some hand- 
some diamonds. A day or two later he 
obtained more money from Meer and left 
with him avery pretty gold watch. Meer had 
advanced bim $80 in all, but de felt perfectly se- 
cure as he held Buneli’s diamonds and watch. 
Buanell, however, kept putting bim off and 
was slow to redeem the pledges, but requested 
Meer to be very careful of them and not to sell 
or let anybody know he had them, and he ex- 
pected to pay the money advanced him and 
get back the valuables in a few days. 

Meer yesterday showed bis security 
toamanemployedina large jewelry estab- 
lishment. He wasinformed thatthe beauti- 
ful diamonds were worth 15 cents and the 
bandsome watch not quite so much. Then 
the saloon man was indignant. He informed 
the police of the affair and last night De- 
tectives Harrington and Howard of the Fifth 
District arrested Bunnell et Hurst’s Hotel, 
where the latter has been stopping. Bunnell 
had also got $5 from Night Clerk Green 
of the hotel. He had presented u 
sight draft for a large amount. Green could 
not cash it so advanced him $5. Bunnell made 
an attempt to get money from Mr. Hurst, the 
proprietor of the hotel, but the latter was 
warned and escaped being caught. It is also 
said that Bunagell obtained money from vari- 
ous other people aboutthe city, among them 
Billy Ritter, from whom he got $15, and Jim 
Bly, barkeeper for Meer, Who gave him 0. 

It is claimed that the checks which Bunnell 
presented to be cashed were as bogus as his 
jewelry. He hails from Denver and claims to 
be dealing in mines and realestate. Last 
year Bunnell, who is a theatrical man, is 
said to have managed a Goadoller opera 
company. He deserted his wife and family it 
ie alleged, for Dixie Chapman, a chorus girl 
atthe Cave. He gave her apair of diamond 
earmngs. Another man came along 
who gave ber a larger and more valuable pair 
and she deserted Bunnell for the new man. 
She is now playing at Chicago. Bunnell had 
on bim a number of touching love letters 
from her and also had a photograph of her 
mouth in his locket.

HOW CHAS. DOST DIED.| 


MR. CHAS R. DOUGLASS CHARGED WITH 
STRIKING HIM A FATAL BLOW. 


Mr. Deugiass Denies Having an Altercation 
With His Dead Em ploye—An Eye-Witness 
Says the Accused Did Strike Dost, But 
Not on the Head—A Mysterious Death. 


The Coroner’s inquest on the body of 
Charles Dost, who died Saturday evening at 
bis home, 1427 Salisbury street, under such 
pecullar circumstances, was begun at the 
Four Courts this afternoon. Sk witnesses 
from the Knapp-Stout Lamber OCo.’s yards, 
the fellow-workmen of Dost, were sum 
moned to testify as to the charge brought 
against Mr. John H. Douglass, the President 
and manager of the company, who was ar- 
rested at his home, 2905 Pine street, lastnight, 
and who is accused of having struck Dost on 
the head with a piece ofiumber. The wit- 
nesses are Wm, K. Annis, Henry Tepe, Alvin 
Clussey John H. Spahn and Wm, Schlinkman. 
The strange circumstances surrounding 
Dost’s death and the arrest of this prominent 
merchant on a charge of striking the blow 
which caused death, make the case one of 
extraordinary peculiarity. At first blush it 
seems beyond the range of probability that 
the president of such a company could have 
had an altercation with one of 
bis laborers, but to-cay’s developments 
seem to contradict such a presumption. 

INFORMED THE CORONER. ; 
@ Yesterday afternoon Dr. Ph. Stolz of 8330 
North Fourteenth street reported to Coroner 
Frank in person that Dost had died of con- 
cussion of the brain, caused by a blow on the 
head. Dr. Frank at once went to Dost’s res- 
dence and made an 6xamination into the case. 
He was informed by Mrs. Dost that the work- 
men inthe yard told her that Mr. Dougiass 
had struck Dost because he had broken «a 
plank in the lumber yard. Dr. Frank 
made an autopsy of Dost’s body and 
found that concussion of the drain 
as reported by Dr. Stolz, was the cause of 
death. There was inflammation of the an- 


terior portion of the right hemisphere of the 
cerebrum and a decomposing clot fully as 
large asa hen’s egg. Dr. Frank then began 
to huntup the witnesses. Wm. Schiinkman 
and John H. Spahn were found. Their names 
haa been furnished by Mrs. Dost. 
They intimated that Dost had deen 
struck by Mr. Douglass, but they were 
not inclined to speak of the case. Schiinkman 
said he would tell what he knew at the in- 
quest, but not before and not until he was 
placed on oath. The information which Dr. 
Frank received was such, however, that he 
determined to have Mr. Douglass at the in-

Do you want him arrested?’’ asked Capt. 
Kiely.

„Then,“ sald the Captain, he must be ar- 
ros ted. 

A report was at once furnished the Chief 
and Capt. Kiely sent Officers Goking and Ma- 
loney totake Mr. Dougiass to the Chief's 
office. Although the police and the Coro- 
ner had done a very quick piece of work it was 
then 7 o'clock, and the officers found Mr. 
Douglass sitting on bis eee with his family 
smoking acigar. They asked for him and he 
replied, Officer Goking told him that the 
Chief wanted to sree him, and he put on Lis 
hat and accompanied them to the Four Courts. 
Mr. Douglass had no idea that be was 
being placed under arrest, and when he was 
informed by Chief Harrigan as considerately 
as possible that he was charged with having 
struck the blow which caused Dost’s death 
he turned to tbe officers and said: ‘‘Why 
didn’t you tell me of this at the bouse? I 
would have arrauged for bondsmen.’’ 

DOUGLAS’ DENIAL. 

Then to the Chief be said that he did not 
know Dost and had never heard of such a 
man. He had struck no man and never in his 
life bad be hit any man with a board, so it was 
impossible that he could have been the cause 
of this man’s death. 

Deputy Clerk: Wm. 8. Fitzgerald was 
telephoned for to accept bond, and Mr. 
Douglass’ brother-in-law, Mr. Joseph 
Durfree, who isastock holder in the com- 
pauy, and Mr. J. &. Sheviin were sent for to 
sign.the bond. The amount of it was $5,000, 
andit was duly signed and accepted. Mr. 
Douglass then returned to his home. 

Mr. Dougiass appeared before the Coart of 
Criminal Correction, and his bond was ex- 
tended to Thursday next as no warrant bad 
been issued. He would not speak of the case 
furthan to say that he did not know Dost and 
had not struck any one. 

Jacob Dieding, a brother-in-law of Dost, 
was found at 1427 Salisbury street this morn- 
ing, and in response to a request for a state- 
ment of the case, he said, in very imperfect 
Engiish: ‘*Dost came home on July7 and 
complained of a pain in his head. His wife 
told him to go to see the doctor, but he did not 
go, so she sent for Dr. Stolz. Dost became 
unconscious and did cot speak for some time, 
and it was two weeks before they got a state-

the bead. He eald no, but when his wife went 
out of the room he told the doctor that he bad 
been hit in the back of the head. He kept on 
growing worse until be died.“ 

‘*Did he say that Mr. Dougiass struck him?’’ 

„No, he did not say that. 

‘*How did Mrs. Dost know that Mr. 
lass did strike bim?’’ 

„A number of the meu from the yard came 
here and told her that they saw Mr. Douglass 
hit him with a board.“ 

Mr. Durtree was found at the office of the 
company, and when he was asked if he could 
throw any light on the case, he said: ‘‘No; 
there is absolutely nothinginit. It is simply 
an outrage, that is all. 

„Mr. Dougiass says be did not strike Dost.“ 

‘*Why, ofcourse. The idea is ridiculous, 
You can’t manage 400 men witha club. He 
would never think of such a thing as that.“ 

„Did anything occur out of which this 
might have grown?’’ 

No. It is made out of the whole cloth.“ 

Mr. Durfree then spoke of the manner in 
which a statement made by him last night 
had been misquoted, and then the question

DOUGLAS DID HIT HIM. 

„Tes, anid Mr. Durfree, he ordered the 
man out of the shed. He told him that he 
didn’t want bim around and ordered him 
away, but I was not present and did not see 
that, so I don’t want to say anything abont it. 
The full statement of what occurred will come 
out at the Cororer’s iInquest.’’

ALLEGED LUNATICS- 


The facts narrated in the SUNDAY Posr- 
DIsPaTcnr about the efforts to confine Mrs. 
HvuLpa BIENENSTOCK in an asylum for the 
insane, leave her case in doubt, but show 
in a very clear and startling manner how 
the facilities for imposing such confine- 
ment without any jury trial may be and 
are abused. 

It may be that this woman is insane, or 
so verging upon insanity that a well- 
managed asylum is the best place for her. 
But it sometimes bappens that a woman’s 
relatives may bea little too eager to place 
her in confinement, when she has money 
and is unruly and troublesome tothem. In 
that case, ifa physician’s certificate is 
sufficient warrant for such a course on 
their part, they can easily kidnap or wile 
her away to some private lunatic asylum, 
where she may be held indefinitely with- 
out atrial and without relief. 

Relatives naturally shrink from pub- 
licity when confinement in an asylum be- 
comes necessary for a member of the 
family and absolutely unavoidable. For 
the patient’s own sake they wish to, keep 
the incident a family secret in the hope of 
a speedy and complete recovery. But all 
relatives and all physicians cannot be 
safely trusted with this power of judging 
and confining an unruly and troublesome 
person, without legal process, and upon a 
private and ex parte inquest, held with- 
out letting the person most concerned 
into the secret. Even honest and intelli- 
gent physicians have been deceived and 
made tools ofinsuch a proceeding, and 
there are not wanting those who would 


lend themselves to a conspiracy in a case

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SONORA’S REPRESENTATIVES ENTERTAINED 
IN Sr. LOUIA 


Efforts of the A., T. & 8, . Ry. to Divert 
Trade te This Country That Now Goes to 
Eurepe—An Excursion With = Reason 
for It—Cempesition of the Party—Te- 
Day’s Events. 


The Atchison, Topeka 4 Santa Fe Railway 
is trying to increase its business between the 
United States and Sonora, Mexico, into 
which it has recently puilt. To this end & 
number of Guaymas merchants and leading 
men from other portions of the State were in- 
vited by the railroad company to visit the 
United States. The party left Guaymas on 
July 12 and arrived in St. Louis yes- 
terday morning at 7 o’clock. Five days 
were consumed in the journey from Guaymas 
to Kansas City, and three days were spent in 
the latter city. The Kansas City Club gave 
them a lunch and there was an informal 
reception given by the Commercial Olub one 
evening. The party was driven about the city 
and shown places where the boom used to be. 

They next went to Chicago and six days 
were spent there and Chicago did not enter- 
tain the Mexicans, but Mr. Studebaker took 
them out on bis tally-ho, and Mr. Wicks took 
them to Pullman. They were also shown Mr. 
Armour’s slaughter houses, and could not 
avoid catching white of the river. 

After such an experience it is not surprising 
thatthe party expressed great satisfaction in 
FINDING ITSELF IN 8T. LOUIS 
yesterday morning. There was a committee 
from the Merchants’ Exchange and half a 
dozen young men from large wholesale houses 
that do business with Mexico, at the Union 
Depot to greet the Mexicans. They took them 


to the Southern, where later In the morning 
they beld aninformalreception. In the after- 
noon they were taken in carriages aboat the 
city and through the parks. J. A. Nauglie, 
who represents the Santa Fe Co. at Guaymas 
has charge of the party. He had fixed 
Wednesday night tor the departure of the 
party for home, but having received invita- 
tions for a river excursion Wednesday night 
the visitors want to delay departure unt 
Thursday. 

The party cons iste of T. M. Aguilar, Hermo- 
sillo; Gen. Mascorenas, Nogales z: J. B. 
Storman, Maydalina; Adolfo Faerber, Magda- 
lina; Juan Zeazo, uaymas; Arture Aviles, 
Guaymas; R. Goyeolo, Alamos; Quirine R.

Col. Aguilar is Prefect of Guaymas District 
and is the personal representative of the Gov- 
ernor of Sonora, who was forced by press of 
business to decline the railroad company’s 
invitation. Gen Mascorenas is an indian 
fighter of reputation along the Mexican 
border. Heis also a wealthy ranch owner, 
his lands amounting to some 800,000 acres. 
Mr. Sandoval is custom-house broker at 
Nogales. The other members of the party 
are merehants. 

F. A. Labadie, Mexican Consul at Nogales, 
Ariz., and Felipe Berriozabal, Coasul at 
Chicago, accompany the party.

Biggers and several other gentiemen took the 
Mexicans in charge and showed them the 
large business establishments of the city.

entire trade of Mexico ought 
to the United States and yet 
cent of it goes to Europe.

Horn and Panama many thousands of dollars’ 
worth of goods that the United States could 
sellber. Agricultural implements are pur- 
chased almost entirely in this country, but 
almost all other lines of trade are given to 
Europe. The Santa Fe company believing

tory, N. O. Neilson Manufacturing Co.’s es- 
tablishment, the Hamilton-Brown Shoe Fac- 
tory and the Anheuser-Busch Brewery.

A BENSATION IN CHUBCOGH,

As the preacher paused for a moment there 
wasasubdued buzz of excitement — * 
the congregation and many eyes turned in 
the direction of a pew of a prominent member 
of the cburch.

A COLLAPSED STRIKE, 


TWENTY-FIVE UNION WAITERS GO TO 
WORK THIS MOENING. 


A Conviction That the Empleyers Have the 
Best of the Fight Leads to Many Deser- 
tiens—Important Meeting of the Union— 
The Lindell’s Trouble in Securing Col- 
cored Waiters—Employment ef Girls 
Threatened—Strike Results. 


The walters’ strike is to-day collapsing. A 
meeting is being held this afteeroon in the 
headquarters, the Trades and Labor Union 
Building at Fourth and Valentine streets. 
Before the meeting one of the leading men 
sald: The strike must be declared off or the 
union will goto pieces. Atleast twenty-five 
men deserted us this morning and went to 
work in the Grand, the Oommercial and other 
restaurants. Itis plain asday that we can’t 
win and the men are hustling to get some- 
thing to do. Present Higgins and other 
officers and members who are waiting for the 
Planters’ House to open, aren't ready to de- 
clare the strike off, and then the 
‘bum’ element want to keep 
$ up because they never work 
anyhow, and if the strike is on they might get 
something out of the union. The married 
men, and the single men who bave some 
respect for themselves, must have work and 
they’re going to get it. If the union stands in 
the way the union will get the worst of it. 
The men have realized that 

THE STKIKE CANNOT WIN 
and there is no use keeping it up any long- 
on. °” 

Whether this expression represents the sen- 
timent of the majority im the union remains to 
be seen in the meeting this afternoon, but It 
is certain that the influence of the strike lead- 
ers has not sufficed to keep up the 
courage of the men, and numbers of them 
have deserted. One restaurant keeper said 
this morning he had employed six union men 
and had refused employment to two others. 

The strike began a week ago last Wednesday 
in the four Delicatessens, which are owned by 
the Sprague Delicatessen Oo. A contract was 
presented to the Spragues by representatives 


of Waiters’ Union, No 2, providing {for ten 
bours’ work a day, $9 per week, 75 cents for 
three hours’ work for extra men, etc. 
THS SPRAGUES REFUSED TO SIGH 

the contract, the men waiked out and the 
restaurants were closed. The next day they 
were opened with girls and non-union wait 
ers, and have since been run with those 
forces. 

A week age last Thursday the strike spread 
to nine other restaurants. Thursday ‘night 
the Colored Waiters’ Union, No. 8, decided to 
make a struggle for recognition of the union 
and more pay. On Friday they 
presented their comtract to the proprie- 
tors or two hotels and three restaurants 
employing colored waiters, and all refused to 
sixn. Strikes were ordered but the men re- 
fused to leave the restaurants, though the La- 
ciede and Lindell Hotel waiters came out. 
That evening the white walters 
at the Southern struck. At the Laclede 
a large enough number of waiters was 
secured to serve meals and later. more were 
secured, The Lindel! dining-room was closed 
entirely and is still closed. The Southern was 
able to serve regular boarders and families up 
to last Wednesday when its dining-room was 
opened regularly with a foree composed of 
two-thirds girls and one-third non-union 
men. 

ALL OF JHE RESTAURANTS 

closed fy the strike opened within twenty- 
four bours, two besides the Delicatessens em- 
ploying girls and the others non-uni n men. 
So considerable was the supply of help 
that the hotel and restaurant keepers 
were not inclined to pay any attention 
to the demands ofthe union mea, and alter 
an attempt to arbitrate the strike State Labor 
Com missioner Lee Merriwetber was forced to 
tel. the men that he did not see any chance of 
a settiement with the employers. He advised 
the men to go to work at anything they could 
get to do. his advice has been followed. 

The colored waiters have been more suc- 
cessful in keeping their men since the strike 
together than their white brothers, though all 
their members did not strike as they were 
expected to do. For some days the 
Hotel & Restaurant Keepers’ Association 
advertised in all the city papers for colored 
waiters. They had a large number of an- 
awers and were prepared tofurnish the Lin- 
dell Hotel—for whose benefit the advertise- 
ments were Inserted—with afull crew of walt 
ers, when the strikers got bold of the men and 
induced them to remain away from the hotel. 

ANOTHER CREW WAS RECRUITED 

and the strikers were again successful in 
drawing off a large number. The 
hotel proprietors prefer colored wait- 
ers, but an advertisement for giris 
was printed to-day in the name of the 
Woman's Training School which recruited 
the Delicatessen and Southern Hotel crews. 
A large number of applications were received 
this morning, andthe colored waiters were 
informed that unless enough men reported 
for duty by 6o0’clockthis afternoon the girls 
would be notified to report. If girls are em- 

loyed it is the intention to have them at the 

otel to-murrow noon, drill them and open 
the dining-room, which has been closed 
eleven days, at night. 

Theempicyment of girls at the Southern 
Hotel has displaced 27 white men; girls have 
taken the places of 40 white men in the 
Delicatessens; in other restaurants at least 
20 white men have been displaced by giris 
and if girls are employed at the Lin deli 27 
colored men will be displaced. So as one of 
the results of the strike 87 men cannot find 
employment in their former places, and 27 
more may be added to the list. 5

Neo Possibility of a Senrotty of Money in New 
York This Fall, 


Messrs. Henry Cle we & Co. of Broad street, 
New York, in their weekly financial circular, 
dealing with the silver bill, Say that on the 
13th of August the Treasury will have to pur- 
chase 4,500,000 ounces of silver bullion, whieh, 
at its current price, will call for an issue of 
about $5,000,000 of the new legal tender silver 
notes. The proceeds of those purchases wil 
go principally into the New York banks and, 


being wholly of high denominations, will be 
apt to rest there as a permanent contribution 
to the reserves. Abouta month tater a like 
addition will be made tothe cireulation, and 
80 On for each successive month in perpetu- 
ity. It is thus 8 that, trom this time 
forward, there is little or no possibility of any 
real scarcity of money at this center; but 
rather a probability, pre nein almost to «a 
certainty, that these special additions to the 
active circulation will more than suffice te 
gatiety the prospective demand for crop 
movements and may result in a steady and, at 
alater stage, an important accumulation of 
lawful money at the metropolitan center; and 
this probability is strenuthened by the fact 
that these new supplies will be disbursed 
mainiy at New York and will naturally rest 
here for a time before getting into more gen- 
eral distribution, thecrop movement being 
the limit et the outside demand for the next 
few months. 

The removal of distrust about the future of 
the money market takes out of the way one of 
the principal causes of the hesitancy, post- 
ponementand duliness of the stock market; 
and the attitude of waiting for something un- 
foreseen to turn up is now changing for one 
of waiting for the fuller effect on the mon 
market of the inflating tendency of the silver 
act. There is no lack of conditions out of 
which the potent ‘‘bull’’ Influences could be 
Manufactured when the state of the money 
market is one of fully developed ease; and 
there are very influential reasons why oper- 
ators of large resources should foster a cam- 
paign for higher prices; but it seems probable 
that further time may elapse before any im- 

ortant operations in that direction are un- 

ertaken. For the moment, therefore, we 
counsel a waiting position and avoiding large 
Operations on either one side or the other. 


A PROGRESSIVE CHKISTIAN CHINAMAN 


Rev. Charles W. Marshall’s Sermon to a 
Large Congregaticen,

NEw YORK, July 28.—The novel sight of a 
native Chinaman, Christianized and decked 
in full Oriental costume, and with eue and 
shaven head, occupying a pulpit and preach- 
ing a sermon, was presented last night to a 
large congregation at the Church of the 
Strangers. The preacher’s name in his own 
language is Tsche She Dze; the name by which 
he is known now is Rev. Charles W. Marshall, 


He was baptized and rece ved intothe Chris- 
tlan faith by Rev. Dr. Deems twenty years 
ago, and since then he has done ef- 
fective missionary work in China. His 
sermon was eloquently delivered in English, 
bis diction being almost fauitiess. He se- 
lect as bis tert a 7 rtion of the text running, 
Why does the heathen rage? He gave an 
ontiine of his missionary workin China, the 
difficulities be encountered, often being in 
danger of his life, and the subsequent success 
attending his efforts. He answered the text he 
quoted by saying that the heathen raged be- 
cause he did notknow the blessing of re- 
vealed religion. His superstition and 
idol worship blinded him. Whe 

he turned from his false gods 

the worship of the true one, he no longe 

raged. In Cucao, the city of temples, the 
preacher said that twenty years ago it was 
not safe for a foreigner preaching the gos 

to enter. He did so at the risk of nis ite. 
Now there are the churches of the true God in 
that very city, as well as hospitals and 
schools. Often the preacher was without a 
congregation in his early days of missionary 
work and was thankful when he could get a 
Halt dozen together to sing and pray with. 
He phrophesied the embrace of Christianity 
by the Chinese people at no distant day.

J. Daugherty, one of the officers of the 
Brotherhood, ia speaking of the financial at- 
fairs of the order, said’ 

„We have a very heavy drain on our treas- 
ury because there isso much money paid out 
for our members who are either killed or dis- 
abled for life. We pay for each such case 
$1,000, and you can readily see that the ex- 
pense is enormous. Last year we paid out 
$386,800, the year before $301.487 and the 
previous year $189,756. The figures have in- 
creased because our membership has in- 
creased, thus makine more men whe are 
liable to neec the $1,000. When a man is sick 
he is allowed from $6 to $10 a week, each lodge 
having the power to decide on a certain 
amount. This money is paid to them while 
they are in the hospital, sick at 

ome, or crippled, and is of great assistance 

o their families. Now, you see, our wages 
run from $48 to $70 per month, and it costs us 
$2 or $3 a month out of that fordues. We ex- 
pect to make some money out of the picnic to 
help replenish our treasury. There sre about 
850 members in St. Louls, and in all we have 
360 lodges with a total membership of about 


85, 000

MRS. MACK AY’S SLANDERERS, 


Imteresting Infermation Cencerning This 
Werthy Lady and Her Family. 


Correspondence Washington Post. 

The heroic action of Mr. John W. Mackay in 
offering a reward of $1,000 for evidence to con- 
vict the slanderers of his estimable wife, re- 
siding in Loadon, is commendable, and I hope 
it will put an end to the annoyances of men- 
dacious and maliciquse writers who seek to 


undermine the social standing of a most 
worthy American lady. 

There is nothing obscure in Mre. Mackay’s 
early history to bar her admission to any 
social cirole in Europe or America. She is 
the daughter ef a sovereign American citizen, 
and doubtiess feels that she is the social equal 
ofany ofthe titled nobility with whom ber 
Kreat wealth enables her to mingle. Her 
father, Col. Daniel E. Hungerford, now re- 
siding with his grand-daughter, the Princess 
Oolenna, at Villa Ada, in Rome, has a record 
as an American officer that any man would be 
proud of. In Gardner’s Dictionary of the 
United States Army, published in 1853, his 
record is printed as follows: 

*‘‘Daniel E. Hungerford (N. .), Captain in 
Burnett's Regiment, New York Volunteers, in 
the Mexican war, distinguished in battle of 
Cherubusco, wounded in battle of Chapuite- 
peo, 18th of September, 1667. 

In the late war be entered the service on the 
4th of July, 1861, as Lieutenant-Colone! of the 
Thirty-sixtke New York Volunteers, command- 
ing bis regiment in several important engage 
ments, and resianed in July, 1862, when he re- 
turned to California, where be had formerly 
resided many years, with a view to organizing 
an army on the Pacific coast to invade Mexico 
and overthrow the Maximilian movement. 

The French Consal at San Fraacisoo, how- 
ever, obtained information of the movement, 
and, through his emissaries, trumped up 
false charges against Col. Hungerford, lead- 
lug to bis arrest and the disbandment of bis 
followers, but no stigma resis on his escutch- 
eon In consequence of his failure. The affair 
impoverished the gallant old soldier, and for 
atime hisfamily were in straitened circum- 
tances. His accomplished daughter (now 
Mre. Mackay) was the widow of a physician, 
and had the advantages of an excellent edu- 
cation. Her proficiency in teaching French 
enabled her tosupport her young children 
and her mother until her marriage with Mr. 
Mackay, the Bonanza Chief,’’ placed her 
above want, and those who have ever inet her 
in her fortunate surreundings will testify that 
she is eminently worthy of all she possesses. 

She is a devoted mother to ber children,and 
a most affectionate daughter to ber aged pa- 
rents, as the following incident will show: 
Last yearl visited Europe for much-needed 
recreation, and while in Leadon 1 read a no- 
tice in one of the dailies of a reception at Mrs. 
Mackay’s. Knowing her father very well. I 
took the liberty of writing a note to her, re- 
questing the address of my old comrade, Col. 
hiumgertord, for whom I had obtained a cer- 
tifloate of pension. She not only graciously 
responded to my note, giving the informa- 
tion, but madea friendly call on my wife and 
I, who were strangers in a foreign land. 

Subsequently in Paris, at ber *palatial resi- 
dence on Kue de Tilsit, we were hospitably 
entertained at dinner by the charming hostess 
in honor of her veuerable father and mother, 
who were present with two or three 
of her intimate friends. Without making pre- 
tension to superior judgment in social eti- 
quette, her unostentatious manners impressed 
me with the ideaof a well-poised American 
lady, without a superior—‘‘on or off the 
tage. 

I would feel derelict in duty to an old com- 
rade HI did mot come to the rescue when a 
character aseassin assailed his daughter, and 
l hope every Mexican veteran and every 
soldier of the late war will aid Mr. Mackay in 
bringing the assailants of his wife to trial be- 
fore the courts for the sake of her gallant old 
father, Col. Daniel K. Hungerford.

The above is the certificate which will cause 
the incarceration of Mrs. Hulda Bieneustok 
in St. Vincent’s Asylum. 

Dr. J. K. Bauduy, the eminent nervous 
specialist, was called on this morning bya 
PoOST-DISPATCH reporter in company with 
Seigfried Bienenstok, a brother of the un- 
fortunate lady. Dr. Bauduy had declined to 
say anything about the case without the con- 
sentofsome memberof the afflicted family, 
and the visit was made this morning with the 
object of making Known all the facts In the 
case. 

‘*I] will say this for the brothers,’’ said the 
doctor, ‘‘that I think that everything 
that has been done has been with 
the greatest care and solicitude for their sis- 
ter’s well being; that everything which they 
have done shows only the greatest affection 
and brotherly love and the only mistake 
which they have made has been in being too 
lenient with her. That is all the fault I have 
to find with them and their methods. 

„Then youth! kK she is insane?“ 

Tes, [think thatshe is. I not only think 
so, but I willsay that I knowsheis. I say 
this after having madeacareful examination 
and after having years of experience in such 
matters. 

„Do you counsel her being placed in an 
asvium?’’ 

„Tes, Ithink that she should be placed in 
some institution where she will have all the 
necessary care and attention. 1 think that 
St. Vincent’s Asylum is the proper place for 
her to be put. Whether her malady is curable 
ernotlcannotsay. She has been insane for 


several years. 
‘*Then she was insane when she was mar- 


ried?’’ 

„Jas not consulted about it, but if I had 
been I should have objetted to it on the 
grounds that she was insane at that tine, and 
itis not right for an insane woman to marry. 
Dr. Tuholske advised thatI be consulted in 
the matter asa specialist, and this was done. 
1 have no doubt but that she is in- 
sane, and should be placed where she 
can do ao harm to herselfor to her friends. 
The longer that she is permitted to remain af 


liberty the worse effect it will have on her. 
SIEGFRIED BIENENSTOK TALKS. 
Seigfried Bienenstok returned from 
Olty this morning. He says 
that he has been too lenient 
with his sister, but she pleaded so eloquently 
with bim that his suspicions were put aside to 
a certain extent, and he could not have the 
heart to put her in an asylum. He said they 
bad no wish to plaee her in an asylum but 
would prefer to put her where she could be 
attended to by friends and watched, so as to 
prevent ber doing anything such as her men- 
tal condition might cause her to do. 

„When we were going to take her to the 
asvium the other — OO he said, ‘‘wedid not 
expect to keep her there, but we thought that 
she would then be willing to go 
with us to Batavia, where there is a 
saniterium. We willl have her treated 
regardiess of expense, with the hope of 
baving ber mina cured of ber illusions. We 
are doing all we can for her, and always have 
done 80, and have always acted in the way 
that brothers should to a sister.“ 

WHAT DR. TUHOLSKE SAYS. 

Dr. Tuholske was called on this morning by 
a PosT-DISPACCH reporter and questioned re- 
garding bis knowledge of the case. He had 
read the article in yesterday’s SUNDAY Post- 
DISPATCH and was prepared to be interviewed.

MILITARY RED TAPE, 


French and Russian Examples ef Its Oc- 
currence, 


From the Petit Parisian. 

The patrol, which since 1/71 has been 
marching four times a day—orrather every 
evening—from the Mont-Valerien Fort to the 
Suresnes Railway Station, now only goes 
once. The change has been made recently. 


The story of this patrolis a curiousone. In 
1871 a council of wur was sitting at Mont- 
Valerien. On thelr way from the Suresnes 
Station to the citadel—a distance of about 
half a mile—a few officers were insulted and 
roughly treated. This was in the evening. 

Au order was immediately issued that every 
day immediately after nightfall four men and 
acorporal,armed with a lantern, should meet 
every train coming from Paris, to render as- 
sistance to the officers in case of need and en- 
foree the respect due to thelr epaulets. 80 
for the last seventeen years the corporal and 
his men, lantern in band, have walked to and 
from the station every night, wiater and sum- 
mer alike, whether moonlight or pitch dark. 
Itis the legend of the sentry over again who 
had been posted by the side of a newly-paint- 
ed seat in a public garden to warn the public 
against sitting on itand who was kept there 
for twenty years. 

The Russian army has asimilar tradition, 
more poetic but less known. An officer of the 

uard had fallen in love with Catherine of 

ussia without daring to tell her the fact. One 
day asthe Empress passed him in the court- 
yard of the palace, he turned away bis eyes to 
examine a littie flower which was growling be- 
tween the stones of the pavement. Catherine 
understood and was affected, as was proved 
by the fact that she posted asentry in the 
middle of the court to mount guard over the 
flower. Seventy-five years later the sentinel 
was there still, The Emperor Nicholas had 
him removed. 


Weeping Trees of Washington, 


From the Seattle Post-Intelligencer. 
In the forests of Washington and British 
Columbia I have frequently seen the trees 


dripping copiously during clear, bright days, 
when no dew was visible elsewhere. The 
dripping was so profuse that the ground 
underneath the trees was almost saturated. 
The phenomenon in this ease was caused by 
the remarkable condensing power of the 
leaves of the fir, and it occurred only 
when the relative humidity was 
near the dew point. The dripping ceases 
after 10orllo’ciock in the morning, but re- 
sumes at or near sunset.

Aliens Invested in San Francisce Real 
? Keal Estate and Manufactures. 


SAWN FRANCISCO, Cal., July 28.—Ths Chronicle 
Says it nas been ascertained that although 
only $700,000 worth of property belonging to 
the Mormon Church was found by the United 
States Marsha) in Utah, when instructed to 
seize all the Mormon funds, from $5,000,000 to 
$8,000,000 of Mormon capital is invested in San 
Francisco and other California cities. Thie 


money has been invested in real estate and 
manufacturing euternprises under the name 
of individuals who have made 
the investments, not apparently for 
the church, but for themselves. 
This method hag been adopted with the hope 
that the, United States Government would find 
mo trace ofthe money. The Mormon capital 
invested has bern handied by the Pacific 
Bank and the Angwlo-California Bank. R. II. 
McDonald, Jr., of the Pacific Bank admits 
that his bank has handied Mormon funds, but 
refused to make public the transactions. 
Bishop Clausen of the Mormon Church Is in 
the cityand denies that Mormon cupital is 
invested bere.

Reeords of the Two Men Who Are te Battle 
im England for the ‘‘Championship.’’ 


It would puzzle a Philadelpbia lawyer to 
know by what right Slavin, the Australian, 
and Joe McAuliffe of California are to 
fight for the championship of the world. 
Neither is a champion. Slavin claims to be 
heavyweight champion of Australian, but he 
has never defeated Peter Jackson, 
the colored champion of the Antipodes. 
Australians recognize Jackson only as their 
champion and pay no attention to the claims 
of Slavia, who isa former pupil of the great 
colored sparrer. Slavin’s only fight on which 
he could base any claim to a championship 
was his draw with Jem Smith, the English 
champion. This ght the Austrailan would 
undoubtedly have won had the crowd not in- 


terfered with him, as be had Smith practically | 


whipped atthetime. It has long since been 
conciusively shown that Smith is only a third- 
rate fixhter at best, and 
termed champion of England, as boastful but 
clever Charley Mitchell can unquestionably 
whip him easily. 

Then who is Joe McAuliffe? He won a few

Fight stop- 
ped after fighting fourteen rounds. 

Joe McAuliffeis essentially a big hearted 
and big bodied Californian boy, says a late is- 
sue ofthe San Francisco Framiner. He has 
not fought many battles, butin each succes- 
sive one be has showed himself 100 per cent, 
better than in the preceding one. Alto- 
gether McAuliffe has won eight finish bat- 
tles out of nine. 

Four years ago Joe did not know that he 
would ever taketothe ring. At the time he 
belonged an amateur athieticclubout in 
the Mission in San Francisco. He 
would get there once or twice lu the evening 
after leaving his arduous duties at the 
neighboring tannery. It so happened that 
there was a big bully inthe mission, a Digger 
man than Joe, who has only begun to grow 
within the last two years. One night the big 
bully created a disturbance in the club room, 
and as no one made any attempt to stop him 
he became positively abusive,and he was 
**bounced’’ out of the place by the combined 
forces of the club. He returned and chai- 
lenged the members to individual or 
collective combat, and Joe McAuliffe told 
him te go away, that he was drunk, 
and if he would come around on Sunday 
morning the mill would take place. The big 
bully came around sure enough, and insisted 
on stripping to the buff. Joe took off his coat 
only, and pleasantly asked his opponent, 
Where do you wantit?’’ The bully squared 
off, made a pass, wiped the wind, and Joe’s 
right band went out. It fetched up against 
the buily’s jaw, and for twenty-five minutes 
he was dead to the world. McAuliffe’s first 
ring fight was with Martin Costello, the Aus- 
tralian, for a purse, which came off at Harry 
Maynard’sin San Francisco. This McAuliffe 
won in four rounds. 

Jack Brady was the heavyweight champion 
of the Pacific coast in those days, and, 
although he could not be called ascienced 
man, he was rather a clever natural fighter. 
He was a punishment teker, but he was a dif- 
ficult man to getto train properly for a fight. 
His foolishnesa that way caused his death 
about a year orsoagoin 'Frisco. Jack loved 
to fight, and when Dick Matthews went to San 
Francisco from Australia, and offered to fight 
anyone, Jack HKradp steppea into the ring for 
an purse of $200 and lost his championship. 
Dick Matthews was about to leave for Aus- 
tralla without having been deféated, when 
Joe McAuliffe, who had downed the Mission 
bully, was coaxed into trying to Keep the 
champlonship titie in Callfornia. He was not 
a very clever boy then, but he made things so 
hot that Matthews went to sleep in about the 
seventh round. 

Joe being the champion ofthe Pacific Coast 


| then, Mike Brennan, the Port Costa Giant,’’ 
| came forward te meet him. This great forty- 


nine round battie took piace at the first Cal- 
ifornia Athletic Club, under the augpices of 
poor old Jack Seymour. Brennan, who hits 
hard enough to oreak a lamp-post in two, 
rusbed madly on his opponent, who was yet a 
novice in ring tactics, but Joe fought him 
back with wonderful courage and strength. 
The fight was one of the most exciting ever 
seen in Oalifornia. Brennan saw that he 
eventually lose, and he was taking 
chances of winning by fouling. Barney Far- 
ley, Who was behind Joe McAuliffe, rushed in 
the ring about the fortieth round and 
claimed that his man had been fouled. Pat 
O'Sullivan, the buil-headed fighter, was be- 
hing Brennan, and he, too, rushed into the 
ring. For a moment it looked as though a 
four-cornered battle was to take place, and 
there is hardly a doubt that it would but for 
the prompt action of one of the Board of Di- 
rectors, Philo Jacoby, the diminutive but 
wonderfully powerful member, who jumped 
in the ring, got a neck hold on Farley. and in 
the next moment had tossed him over the 
ropes into the excited crowd of spectators. 
Pat O'Sullivan retired quietly after that, and 
the fight went on without further interruption 
to the finish. Brennan lost a very hard- 
fought battle. 

The next manto meet Joe McAuliffe was 
Paddy Ryan, the ex-beavy-weight champion 
of the world, who relinquished that title to 
John L. Sullivan, who whipped him in nine 
rounds. McAuliffe whipped him in three 
rounds, and did not receive a blow. 

A few months ago Frank Glover of Chicago 
was taken to San Francisco to fight McAu- 
liffe. He went, he fought well, but he was 
terribly conquered, after Oghting forty-nine 
rounds. In this fight, McAuliffe, who broke 
the small bone of his right hand in the first 
round, attually won with his left hand only. 
Next, McAuliffe beat Mike Conley 
(the Ithaca Giant) in two rounds 
for 7 : purse. This came 
off atthe California A. C., October 26, 1888. 
McAuliffe was then matched to box Peter 
Jackson atthe Oallfornia A. C. This was for 
apurse of $3,000. After twenty-four rounds 
Jackson was declared the winner. After this 
McAuliffe beat Tom Lees for a purse of $2,000 
at the Golden Gate A. C., San Francisco, Lees 
being knocked out in eight rounds. McAuliffe 
then lowered the colors ot PatKillen. This 
battle only lasted seven rounds, Killen being 

ut to sleep. 
ts „ letter written from London under date 
of July 15 Geo. W. Atkinson has the following 
to say of the match: 

„Ihe match between the Australian cham- 
pion, Frank P. Slavin, who made such a 
sorry show of Jem Smith, champion, at 
Bruges, and Joe McAuliffe, whom we style 
the American Giant, for he is a tremendously 
big man and probably a good one, is a Hxture.

HE USED ACID. 


How Cecil W. Cook Made His Passes Good 
Over Two Rallroad Systems, 


Cecil W. Cook, the English adventurer, who 
was arrested atthe Union Depot by Detective 
Viehle Saturday evening while in the very act 
of boarding an out-going train, appears to be 
as slick an all-around swindler as has struck 
St. Louls for many days. Cook’s record in 
England, at Vicksburg, Omaha, St. Joseph 
and Leavenworth, has been published several 


times. A ticket-of-leave man from an English 
prison, he came to the United States, since 
when his career has been one of blackmail, 
forgery and fraud. 

The man’s St. Louls record is just beginning 
tounfold. In May he made his appearance at 
the headquarters of the Missouri Pacific Rall 
road and by bis smooth talk and polished 
manners soon ingratiated himself into the 
favor of the officials. He was asked to make 
estimates asto the probable cost of putting 
in the Block system of signals and on 
the strength of this represented himself about 
the city as an official of considerable impor- 
tance. Three weeks ago two warrants were 
sworn out charging him with obtaining under 
false and fraudulent representations two type- 
writers from down-town firms. Cook fled to 
Leavenworth, where he was arrested. De- 
tective Viehle went on after bim and found 
that Cook had been released on habeas corpus 
proceedings. Saturday night the fugitive was 
apprehended and locked up, as has been told. 

Among other articies found on the prison- 
er's person were two Missour! Pacific punch 
passes. Yesterday Viehle made a careful ex- 
aminatlon of these and found that both were 
in part forgeries. It seems that when Cook 
wasemployed to make the signal estimates 
he was given transportation on the st. Louis 
division. Among others a punch pass was 
given him which read“ between St. Louis and 
Kirkwood.’’ That pass was found on Cook. 
Acids had been used to erase the stations, 
and the pass now reads, ‘‘Between all 
stationson the Sedalia,Kansas City and Pueblo 
lines and all lines in Missouri, Kensas, Ne- 
braska and Colorado. This pass expired on 
June 30 last. It has been used several times. 

Another punch pase good for sixty rides, 
had been issued to C. W. Cook and two 
men good between St. Louis and Kirkwood. 
Acids were used on this pass also and it now 
reads between all stations on St. Louis and 
Pueblo lines, the C. & A., the K., N.& D., and 
all lines in Nebraska and Colorado. This 
pass expires on September 1. Over two-thirds 
of the sixty rides had been used. 

Vieble took these documents before 48818 
tant Prosecuting Attorney Dierkes this 
morning and asked for warrants against 
Cook for forgery. Mr. Dierkes refused to 
take any immediate action in the maiter say 
ing that the case was a peculiar one and hard 
to make against the defendent whea called in 
court. He is also in doubt as to whether 
or not the St. Louis courts have 
jurisdiction in the matter, there being no 
proof that the altered passes bad been used in 
this city or whether, indeed, they had in their 
altered form been used atall. The punches 
in the margin may have been made for rides 
between St. Louis and Kirkwood, as was orig- 
inally intended. Cook is being held on the 
strength of the warrants for fraud taken out 
by the Hammond Typewriter Co., and there 
is no need for baste in the issuance of war- 
rants lu the new case.
